Monday night on garbage collec- 
tion for the town.

Motor Vehicle 
Inspection Due 


The Registry of Motor Vehicles 
las announced that the second 
periodic motor vehicle inspection 
for 1962 will take place Sept. 1 
to Oct. 15 
The law requires every motor 
ehicle registered and operated 
in the Commonwealth to display 
the official windshield inspection 
sticker by Oct. 16. 

This sticker, which bears black 
lettering on a blue background, 
must be placed on the lower right- 
hand corner of the windshield and 
inno other place and all other 
stickers (except the white 
validating registration sticker), 
madgets, decals, tourist stamps 
in other attachments to the inside 
{the windshield must be removed.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Good And Bad News 


It’s good news, and a tribute to aggressive management, 
to hear that the Sanborn school will be ready for the 
opening of school in September. 

There were many gloomy forecasts last winter, and 
tentative plans were even discussed to delay use of the 
structure until early winter of 1963. About the only person 
who stuck to his guns was Ed Hall, clerk of the works at 
the site. He continually predicted the classrooms would be 
ready — and they will be. Ed, on his fourth school con- 
struction job, deserves much of the credit for the rapid 
construction pace. And praise is also due the contractor, 
Champy Construction Co., for pushing the job through. 

We wish we could say the same thing for the fringe 
projects — specially putting Lovejoy rd, in shape for the 
school bus and school pedestrian traffic it must carry. 
These were not the responsibility of the school building 
committee, but come under the town manager. 

Actually, perhaps Manager Thomas E. Duff can’t be 
blamed for a situation that got out of control — residents 
along the street complained at public hearings before the 
county commissioners, and that body put off further 
deliberation on the street widening project until after 
school opens. There’s even room for doubt as to whether 
the work can be done this year. 

But not included in the Chapter 90 reconstruction plans 
is the section of Lovejoy rd. from the new school out to 
Lowell st. That stretch of road, scarred badly by water 
installations and extremely narrow even for normal traffic, 
is not to be reconstructed under Chapter 90 until next 


year, at best. 

And strangely enough, this is the section of worst 
danger to the children walking to school. 

In last week’s Townsman, Mr. Duff was quoted, correct- 
ly, as saying the town plans to do nothing on this road, 
pending Chapter 90 reconstruction. 

We say the road is too dangerous, in its present condi- 
tion, for elementary grade pupils to walk to school. Any- 
one driving over the street can view the conditions as 
easily as we can — and we urge townspeople who are 
interested in the safety of the children to ride over this 
street. 

We’re certain they will agree that the town must take 
corrective steps this fall, to make Lovejoy rd. at least a 
safe public way — then go on to the reconstruction when- 
ever that logically can be done. 

Waiting a year or more is out of the question. 


Cooperation Coming? 


Next Monday night’s meeting on placement of the town 
hall within the Urban Renewal area can possibly establish 
a cooperative framework, within which all boards can 
work together in the future. 

To our knowledge, this is the first time that all in- 
terested boards have, at one time, been called upon to 
decide a specific question within the general renewal 
plan. If members cooperate, and a decision is reached, 
then we will have a pattern for the future. For certainly 
other questions will arise, which can be settled through 
discussion at joint meetings. 

As we have pointed out before, much of the confusion 
surrounding Urban Renewal stems from the way various 
specific problems have been handled by the boards — 
each of which might seem to be waiting for the other to 
make up its mind first. 


Sitting Ducks 


We’re inclined to agree with Police Chief David L. 
Nicoll that the state-proposed solution for the traffic 
problem at Andover st. and Dascomb rd. makes matters 
worse. 

The state, of course, designed the intersection when 
Chapter 90 reconstruction of Dascomb rd. became a 
reality. And it looks as though the solution, at this late 
date, is as bad as the design used in the first place. 

The state now suggests that Andover st., north, become 
the stop street. Thus cars headed up-town would halt 
before entering the intersection. 

Cars going to Ballardvale on Andover st. would keep 
moving through a blinking yellow light. 

But so would cars coming out of Dascomb rd,, across 
the path of all the south-bound vehicles on Andover st. 

This suggestion sets up cars on Andover st. as prime 
targets for any car coming out of Dascomb rd. In fact, the

iluebird May 
be Returning 


\ cautious note of optimism 
fom the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society. 


Scattered reports indicate the 
fastern Bluebird may be making, 
icomeback. Records at Society 
adquarters reveal that this once=- 
wmmon harbinger of spring has 
mre than doubled its numbers in 
he past two years. 

However, the Society warns that 
tis may not really be so. The 
increase in reports might well be 
dw to a more alert and interested 
piblic. Two years ago the M.A.S, 
apressed genuine alarm at the 
disastrous reduction in numbers 
othe Bluebird. 

The official **Records of New 
fgland Birds’* kept by the Society, 
show that so far this year reports 
lave come in from 77 localities in 
New England with a total of 275- 
0 birds seen. Whether this is an 
xual increase in numbers or 
slether more people are reporting 
ightings is the question. Half a 
teitury ago, it was possible for a 
sigle individual to see 300 Blue- 
tirds in one day. 

The real decline started with the 
ange in agriculture and land- 
ape over 50 years ago. With the 
kieling of many orchards, andthe 
iovth of new communities in 
omer rural areas, the Bluebirds’ 
‘orite nesting sites have all but 
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vanished. 

The current slump began in the 
winter of 1957="58 when unusually 
severe weather swept the south- 
eastern states, killing many Blue- 
birds. Early spring blizzards 
struck another blow in 1960, 
eliminating insects and berry food 
at a critical time. 

Some suspect the growing use 
of pesticides may also be a factor, 
although this has not been proven 
with respect to Bluebirds. 

It is too early to predict an up- 
ward trend, but an unscientific, 
human hope is that the tide may 
have turned for this lovely little 
songbird.

SUCCULENT SWEET CORN 


Corn is the vegetable every- 
one wants to grow because 
everyone wants to eat it fresh 
from the garden. No wonder, 
for it loses its sweetness and 
flavor fast when picked ahead 
of time and shipped to market. 

The way to insure utmost 
freshness is to set a pot of 
water over a flame on the stove 
and then pick the corn from 
your garden. By the time you 
have removed the husks the 
water will be boiling. In goes 
the corn, and in ten minutes 
you'll be sitting down to a dish 
fit for a king. 

Corn is an easy vegetable to 
grow if you remember that it 
is a “heavy feeder’ and that 
wind is the pollinating agent. 
Both of these statements need 
amplification. 

Corn produces best when well 
fed, so plant it in good, rich 
soil and, as soon as it is well 
up, spread extra fertilizer down 
the side of each row. 

Because wind pollinates corn, 
blowing pollen from the tassels 
onto the silk; corn should be 
planted in blocks of short rows 
spaced 3 feet apart. This con- 
centrated planting assures good 
pollination and plenty of “roast- 
in’ ears”. 

Plant corn seed two inches 
deep if your soil is sandy, only 
an inch deep in clay. If you 
plant the seeds thicker than you 
intend the plants to stand, you 
can pull out the weaker plants 
after they are a few inches high 
and leave only the strongest 
Spaced 10 inches apart. 

A warm weather crop, corn 
should be planted after soil and 
air have warmed, though many 
gardeners in the north take a 
chance and sow seed about 
May 1. 

Once plants are up, weeds 
must be kept out of them. Culti- 
vating between rows or mulch- 
ing with black plastic if you 
do not wish to cultivate are 
both satisfactory.

Dig individual holes for each 
annual plant, deeper and wider 
than roots spread. Set plants 
level with soil around them. 


Whether you grew your own 
plants from seeds or bought 
them from a local greenhouse, 
transplanting methods are just 


the same. Watch the weather 
forecasts for one that says 
“cloudy day tomorrow" and 


begin the transplanting process 
the night before. 

First, with a sharp kitchen 
knife cut lines between rows 
of plants in a flat, cutting 
through the soil until you feel 
the flat. When you have cut 
lengthwise and crosswise each 
plant will have its own “island” 
of soil around it. This makes it 
easy to lift from the flat. 

Next soak the soil thorough- 
ly. You can do this with plain 
water, with a solution of one 
of the wilt-preventing hormones 
(which also induces root forma- 
tion) or with a solution of any 
complete fertilizer (which gets 
plants off to a good start). 

After soil is soaked, set plants 
to drain and go to bed early 


Awake to cloudy skies and 
prepare soil in the areas in 
which you intend to set the 
plants. 


Borrow a pancake turnei 
from the kitchen and use this to 
lift plants from the flat. It 
works even better than a trowel 

But do use a trowel when 
you dig a hole for each plant 
Make each larger and deeper 
than the root system of the 
plant. Set each plant in its hole 
so the soil level around the 
plant is even with that in the 
garden. If necessary, push back 
some soil into the hole to insure 
this. 

Pull in more soil around the 
plant, firm it with the fingers, 
leave a slight depression in the 
soil around the plant to hold 
water and then trickle in just 
enough water to settle the soil 
to the roots. 

Of course, if plants were 
grown in pots you do not need 
to cut between plants in a flat, 
but otherwise transplanting is 
just the same. 

No shading will be needed 
as long as clouds remain; other- 
wise use sheets of newspaper 
laid over the plants to keep off 
some of the sun for a few days
